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Col. Houseman Warns Against 
Excessive Optimism Over News 

Commander Donnelly, British Naval Officer, and 
Councilman Louis Young also Speak at 
Armistice Day Banquet Sponsored by H. D.

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Colonel Houseman, whose horned 
is on Avon id. in Penn Valley, is 
head of the departmental staff in 
the ordnance area that includes 
Eastern Pennsylvania. 

Colonel Houseman, stating his 
personal opinion, said there might 
be a story behind Marshal Rom- 
mel's Afrika Corps retreat besides 
defeat. It was possible, he said, 
that Marshal Rommel had gotten 
a tip off on the AEF invasion and 
was trying to manoeuver his Corps 
into a defensive position to resist 
the invasion or embark if it was 
necessary. 

•'We must learn to take it as 
the British have learned to take 
It. I don't think wc will be satis- 
fied until wc bomb hell out of 
Tokio and roll our tanks through 
the streets of Ecrlin," he said. 

Commander James F. Donnelly 
of the U. S. Navy, whose home is 
on Shirley Circle in Narberth, said 
that the men who had gone to the 
Southern Pacific were finding out 
that you can't learn war out of a 
book. 

"You have to practice at it and 
we're learning fast." he said. 

Commander Donnelly said wc 
underestimated the Japs but they 
underestimated us a lot more and 
they were going to pay for it. | 

Paymaster Commander H. C 
Malim of the British Navy told 
several hundred Legionnaires who 
had gathered for the banquet in 
the Legion Room of the Commun- 
ity Building that "that swine Hitler 
had done something good. He has 
introduced me to you and your 
very hospitable shores." 

Louis Young, Narberth council- 
man and former University of 
Pennsylvania football coach, pledg- 
ed Narberth's support in the war 
effort. 

•'Every man realizes the serious 
job at hand," he said, "and that 
the life of the Nation is at stake." 
Councilman Young- paid" his re- 
spects to those of football fame 
who are serving their country and 
added that fhose trained on the 
gridiron were among the Nation's 
best fighting men. 

Presiding was Douglas Miner, 
who w-as installed last month as 
the Post's new commander. 



Legionnaires Scrap 
Memorial Cannon 

Narberth Legionnaires applied 
the acetylene torch to their 
memorial ojnnon at the north- 
west corner of the Borough's 
Playground on Tuesday night 
and added 7770 more pounds of 
metal to their community's 
scrap pile. 

For good measure they threw 
in two naval shells, a captured 
Austrian machine gun and 416 
pounds of old rifles used by the 
Narberth Home Guard in 1917 
and '18. 

The ceremony preceded the 
Harold D. Speakman Post an- 
nual banquet in the Community 
Building. 

Offer of the cannon from the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground in 
1936 led to an extensive com- 
munity discussion as to whether 
or not the use of the cannon as 
a memorial symbol would breed 
warlike instincts in children. 

Leading the movement to set 
the cannon up as a war memor- 
ial was the late Frank A. 
Schrepler. member of the Post 
and former burgess of Narberth. 
Legionnaires won the commun- 
ity controversy and in 1937 prep- 
aration of the site was begun 
with volunteer labor from the 
Post. On Memorial Day of that 
year it was dedicated and it 
has been site of the Memorial 
Day celebration since that time. 
Request for demolition of the 
cannon was received this year 
from t h e Aberdeen Proving 
Ground and it was approved by 
Borough Council and the Le- 
gion Post. 

At the ceremony Henry A. 
Frye reviewed the history of the 
cannon and Douglas C. Miner, 
new commander of the Post, 
presided.. 

Proceeds from the sale of the 
scrap will be kept in a fund for 
the restoration of the memorial 
after the war.

Narberth Council increased the 
wages of the Borough laborers 
Monday night but postponed action 
on the police pay. 

Walter A. Fox. chairman of the 
highway committee, recommended 
the increase for laborers of six 
cents an hour effective as of Novem- 
ber 1. 

On the question of police wages. 
Henry A. Frye, solicitor, reported 
that he had been in touch with the 
National War Labor Board to find 
out if such an increase would be 
permitted under the new wage 
ceiling. 

Lower Merion. under whose gen- 
eral police administration the 
Borough's patrolman fall, has raised 
the pay of their police $10 a month. 

Frye said he believed the increase 
would be justified because of the 
increased cost of living. Also, he 
said it was unlikely that police 
would be included in the Federal 
ruling. 

Action was postponed until the 
December meeting at which time 
the Borough expects to hear from 
the National War Labor Board. 

Council indicated that the in- 
crease would be included in next 
year's budget.

COMMUNITY SPIRIT PREVAILS IN 
NARBERTH'S CHRISTMAS PLANS 

Communities lamenting the fact that we will have to curtail 
our Christmas celebrations should take a war-time tip from Nar- 
berth merchants.

Frye Advises On 
Mulligan Case 

Says Boro Has Taken 
Necessary Precau- 
tions on Playground 

In an opinion expressed Monday 
night Henry A. Frye, solicitor of 
the Borough, said that he believed 
Council had taken necessary pro- 
tection precautions on the commun- 
ity playground to protect people 
from injury. 

The solicitor expressed his 
opinion as the result of injury re- 
ceived by Miss Eleanor Mulligan 
whie walking through the Wynne- 
wood rd. tunnel near the play- 
ground. It occurred on Sunday and 
she was struck by a foul ball off 
the bat of one of the players on 
the baseball diamond. Miss Mulli- 
gan, sister of John Mulligan, Phila- 
delphia sports writer, was treated 
at the Bryn Mawr Hospital for 
Injury to her chest. 

According to a Supreme Court 
decision Frye pointed out that a 
municipality has the responsibility 
of a property owner in taking 
necessary protection precautions, 
contended that these precautions 
had been taken in the erection of 
a groundstand backstop and fences. 
He said that Mill Mulligan walking 
nearby was aware of the risk in- 
volved. 

To avoid such incidents in thr 
ruture Frye suggested that the 
Borough might take out liability 
Insurance.

All owners of Dassenqer automobiles and motorcycles must 
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number of all tiros, including spares, under the 
sline and tire rationing plan, designated as Mileage 
Rationing, at public school sites on Ncvernber 19 20 and 2 1 it 
was announced by the Montgomery County War Pr.ce and K 
tioning Board. . 

Automobile and motorcycle owners are urged 
Tire Record Application forms OPA-R-B34 from local rationing 
boards, gas stations and dealers immediately and have them 
filled in and signed prior to submitting them on the registration 
dates in order to save time and avoid congestion. 

These applications may be submitted at the school sites by 
anyone acting for the registered owner. The application, how- 
ever, must be signed by the registered owner. 

The County Board also pointed out that it is mandatory to 
donate or sell to the Government all tires in excess of five for 
each passenger car. This may be done by notifying the local ex- 
press agency which will call for the tires, giving the owner a re- 
ceipt. In due course, the Government will send the owner a 
check for the tires, the amount varying according to their condi* 
tion. 

All passenger and commercial vehicles must be inspected 
for tire conservation at intervals specified in the Tire Rationing 
Regulations, details of which will be announced later. 

Rationing boards will refuse to issue tice inspection forms to 
persons have more than five tires per vehicle and will request the 
return of the Gasoline Coupon Book in each such case. In case 
of failure to comply with the tire inspection regulation or to re- 
turn the Gasoline Book when requested, the Rationing Board will 
deny future rationing of gasoline or tires.
